Of late I have been receiving 


many letters asking me to point 
out some good squirrel country. I 
have answered 
those letters 
and 
explained 


where these 
animals may be 
" successfully 


hunted, but I 
am writing this 
article in or- 
der to assist 
others who 
may be con- 
templating 


CLAF1JN 
writing me. 


I have'just returned from a trip 


made to Waupaca County where 
we hunted the "shellbark, beech and 
acorn country lying along the Little 
Wolf River. We found both the fox 
and grey varieties fairly plentiful, 
enough so in fact as to enable us to 
get our limits with not much trou- 
ble. 


This is a fine region, naturally 


adapted to the welfare of these 
animals. Acres upon acres of shell 
bark 
and beech trees 
abounc 


throughout the country described 
In. some places it is a bit low, chief 
ly along the river bottoms, but for 
the most part the topography -con 
sists of ridges of medium height In 
the low places beech trees predom 
inated, and here we found the-fox 
squirrels to be more plentiful than 
or the higher elevations. 


The addition of the right relish 


or certain kinds of jelly, for in 
stance currant, adds greatly to the 
pleasure of eating properly cooked 
squirrel meat. There is an entire 
absence of fatty taste so objection 
able to many people. The flesh 
hard, but tender and being buil 
up from an exclusive diet of wile 
nuts it has an excellent flavor no 
known to other game. 


One of the peculiarities of thi 


particular hunt was the fact that w< 
shot a number of greys irom pine 
trees. I cannot imagine what they 
were doing in the tall pines unles 
they were there for some sort o 
food. Pine seeds, however, are no 
the orthodox food of squirrels, stiU 
like all other creatures of nature 
they do not move about aimlessly 
therefore I conclude they were 
feeding in the pines. 


The fox varieties that we bagged 


were unusually large and fat. It is 
an animating sight to see one of 
those beautiful, golden hued ani- 
mals traveling rapidly along an old 
log, his tail waving like a plume 
above his Taack.

The ability of a grey squirrel to 


stand punishment is 
remarkable 


One that my party shot leaped from 
a branch of the tree where he was 
discovered to the ground, a sheer 
drop of at least forty feet, with ap- 
parently no damage whatever to 
himself, for a second after he reach- 
ed the ground he scampered up an- 
other- nearby oafc and onto a iole. 
I have heard the claim that squir- 


rel meat is "tough." I have not 
found-it to be so^If it is properly 
parboiled with a-dash of vinegar 
added "to the water, and then fried 
in butter, I call it a dish for the 
Gods. To my way7 of thinking, no 
flesh of any other game animal or 
bird can compare with it for deli- 
cate flavor on the table, or aroma 
as_it comes from the range.

ally denying the Menominee In- 
dians* charges that George C. Ham- 
mer has been inefficient and dis- 
criminatory in his management of 
the Menominee Indian Mills on the 
Wisconsin reservation, experts of 
the Indian Service, who investigat- 
ed the charges, recommend the in- 
auguration of an industrial training 
program to prepare more Menom- 
inees for better positions on their 
reservation. 


During the past year individual 


Menominees, the tribe's advisory 
board, and various Wisconsin citi- 
zens not affiliated with the tribe, 
attacked Hammer's 
management 


and asked his removal They al- 
leged incompetency. and 
ineffici- 


ency on bis part and charged that 
he had discriminated unwarrant- 
edly against Menominees in the 
selection and placement of em- 
ployees. 


Now Lee Muck, assistant director 


of forestry, and Ernest Burton, di- 
rector of employment, for the In- 
dian Service, having carefully in- 
vestigated the situation, report that 
Hammer's management of the mills 
during the past five years has been 
satisfactory, that he kept the mills 
going during days of depression- to 
provide work for the Indians, made 
them pay in bad business periods, 
and that only in the last, two years 
has there been a deficit, and then 
a smaller deficit than those suffer- 
ed by many other lumbering con- 
cerns. 


No Discrimination 


They report finding no evidence 


that Menominees as a class have 
been discriminated against in the 
matter • of 
employment, figures 


showing, rather, that it has' been 
Manager Hammer's consistent pol- 
icy to employ an increasing propor- 
tion ,of enrolled Menominees until 
today approximately 75 per cent of 
the usual working force, (not in- 
cluding 23 supervisory, technical or 
clerical positions), is made up of 
Menominees, or persons married to 
members of the tribe. 


Both Muck and Burton recom- 


mend that Hammer should be re- 
tained in his position and the In- 
dian Service has advised' the Me- 
nominee advisory board that this 
will be done. 


However, Burton continuing his 


observations beyond the narrow 
limits of the managerial investiga- 
tion, says: 
•• "Unless there is some change in 
the present employment policy of 
the Mills, whereby -' more Menom- 
inees • can be employed, there - will 
continue to be about 100 adult male 
enrolled Menominees who must ob-

have recognized the practical nec-

trained and experienced men' for 
many key positions and have ap- 
preciated the fact that such' men 
were not available within the tribe, 
they have also felt that non-Me- 
nominees have been employed on 
many jobs, for which competent 
Menominees were available, 
and 


that Menominees have 
not been 


given 
the 
opportunities which 


should have 
been provided 
for 


them to learn or to demonstrate 
proficiency in higher types of work 
for which they might have become 


is'ifisd. 
"While the 
mill manager has 


made a very creditable showing in 
increasing the employment of Me- 
nominees during the past three 
years, there remains a likelihood 
that several members of the tribe 
now employed could qualify 
for 


several of the better- jobs which are 
now held by whites,and that other 
Menominees, 
now 
unemployed, 


could be 
used to advantage in 


vacancies resulting from promo.- 
tions." 


Burton adds that in effecting this 


result, there would be no necessity 
for harsh or unfair treatment of 
non-Indian • employees, for with 
business improvement opportunities 
for employment off the reservation 
will increase. 


The Indian Service proposes to 


detail a member of its education 
staff to aid in developing this in- 
dustrial training program. It also 
plans to have Hammer and a rep- 
resentative of the Menominees vis- 
it a small number of industrial es- 
tablishments illustrative of success- 
ful industrial training methods and 
personnel practise and to recom- 
mend methods of procedure at Me- 
nominee. Burton recommends a tie- 
up between the . reservation pro- 
gram and the vocational training 
staff of the State of Wisconsin.

Dr. E. Wittkower made a number 


of experiments upon human, sub- 
jects, "by means of the duodenal 
tube, which is a thin tube, smaller 
than a pill and, weH, nearly as easy 
to swallow, such as is commonly 
employed by physicians for obtain- 
ing uncontammated specimens of 
bile for analysis and for the injec- 
tion of predigested food or medi- 
cines directly into the duodenum. 
The investigator would collect the 
bile that spontaneously came thru 
the tube in a period of five min- 
utes.; Then he contrived ;to-arouse 
in the subject some primary emo- 
tion, joy, sorrow, anxiety or an- 
ger. Might seem superfluous to the 
uninitiated to have to arouse anx- 
iety in the soul of one with a tube 
right down in his midst and the 
precious bile escaping thru it into 
the scientist's test-tube.

lieve it or not, some patients wear 
a duodenal tube for hours or days 
and go about cracking the most 
;hastly jokes about it. 
Well, ladies and gentlemen, in 


more than twenty such experiments 
;his German physician found that 
joy, sorrow and anxiety, contrary

ncreased the flow of bile (it must 
be clearly understod this refers 
only to the ejection of bile from 
he gall-bladder and bile-passages 
into the duodenum, and not ,to the 
amount or character of the bile se- 
creted in the liver).

OHERBEBT PLUMMEE 
Washington — Of the 30 or more 


women, seeking seats in congress in 
the elections of November -8, jper- 
haps none is more colorful than 
the one running as an independent 
republican in the fourth Connec- 
ticut-district; 


She is Elsie Mary Hill, 
famed 


woman suffragist in the days when 
women were fighting for the right 
to ballot. Elsie Hill then was one 
of the most militant of women suf- 
fragists. 


It was in 1911 that she came to 


Washington to teach Erench in one 
of the high ^schools of* the capital. 
She had studied abroad, and spent 
one -year at the University of Rome, 
where the law lectures of "Enrico 
Ferri deeply impressed her. 


In the capital she lost little time 


in affiliating herself with the suf- 
frage movement. It wasn't long "he- 
tore she became president of the lo- 
cal equal suffrage league and be- 
gan her work in earnest. - 


Braved Jail For Cause 


There are still those around the 


capital who remember -the Elsie 
Hill of those days. Young, aggres- 
sive and fearless, she became • an 
outstanding feminist leader. 


She was a. member of the com- 


mittee that f orced^assage- of the 
so-called Kenyon bill through con- 
gress, bringing about abolition of 
the vice district in Washington. 


By 1914 she had extended her suf- 


frage work to a national scale. She 
organized the renowned "Suffrage 
Special," a train that visited many 
parts of the country to further the 
cause. She was one of the first 
women to picket the White House 
and congress, urging that womferfbe 
given equal rights. 


It was nothing new to read in the 


papers, in those days, that Elsie 
Sill had been jailed in Washington, 
Boston or New York for her activ- 
ity. The imprisonment in Boston 
was the result of her activity when 
President Wilson returned from the 
peace 'conference in Paris. ' 


She's (rather proud of those jail- 


mgs for the suffrage cause. 


Dignified, But Militant 


Tall, stately and dignified then 


as now, she is almost the last per- 
son anyone would suspect of such 
activity. As a matter of fact, it was 
this dignity and stateliness that 
caused h.er to We selected for the 
most "risky" jobs when the.suffra- 
gists went into action. 


She was about the only woman 


all enough to wrap a suffragist 
banner around her. body so that it 
would be concealed-under her cape.

mows. But' she got them in. Once 
he almost iroke up, by this^rase, a 
meeting that 'President Wilson was 
addressing.

President-Elect Held First

Albany, N. Y. —Gf>- The will to. 


conquer made 
Franklin 
Delano 


Roosevelt president-elect o£ the 
United States. 


It made him militant in politics. 


It developed his _ability to -win votes 
outside party lines. It motivated the. 
genial, sympathetic qualities xypi- 
fieot by liis famous campaign smile 
and-the ringing timbre of his fine 
voice. 


He eschewed the social distinction 


to which he was born and the pros- 
pects of a comparatively placid life 
as a big city lawyer of independ- 
ent means, choosing instead to fol- 
low an ideal of public service. 


Not even the tremendous physical 


handicap imposed by infantile par- 
alysis which, in 1921, deprived him 
of his powers of locomotion, could 
turn him from that course. 


He was only 28 when he won his 


first, office, a seat in the state senate 
of New York from Dvtchess coun- 
ty. It was just that many years 
since the voters of his native com- 
munity bad sent a member of his 
party to Albany. That had happened 
in 1832 and Roosevelt was born 
January 30 of that year, at Hyde 
Park. 
There, a big estate flanking-the 


Albany Post Road and overlook- 
ing the hill-embraced Hudson had 
been the seat of his family since 
the first part of the 18th century. 
It is still Ids home. 


The parents of the president-elect 


were James Roosevelt, a fourth cou- 
sin of the 26th president, and Sara 
Delano 
Roosevelt, member 
of a 


family 
which had a firm place 


among,New York's socially elect 
Franklin's educational program of 
Groton school, Harvard and the law 
school of Columbia was in conson- 
ance with the family position. 


Toward the end of his first year 


in law school, on March 17,1905, he 
married Anna Eleanor Roosevelt, a 
fifth cousin. A place with one of the 
big law firms of New York was 
ready for him on graduation, but 
after three years as a junior attor- 
ney ne quit his work to go into po- 
litics. 


In the next ten years he worked 


from the, state senate to a place in 
the national councils of his party. 
He was assistant secretary of the 
navy" in the world war and-vice- 
presidential nominee in 1920. The 
Harding landslide marked the end 
of this decade. 


Thus far the Roosevelt ship had 


sailed swiftly and surely before 
favoring winds. An uncharted "reef 
changed all this. - 
- j 


'There is a Roosevelt 
summer 


home at Campobello, New Bruns- 
wick. There the family of father, 
mother, daughter and four "sons 
were wont to pass the hot weeks of 
mid-summer swimming, fishing and 
cruising about the coast in sail or 
motor Tsoat. Roosevelt came out of 
the cold surf one day in the sum- 
mer of 1921 feeling a bit chilled. 


A few days later he was strick- 


en with infantile paralysis. For a 
time his life was endangered. Then 
he came slowly back, but the dis- 
ease had left him without use of 
liis limbs. 


For the next seven years.virtual- 


ly all his time was occupied in 
fighting to regain his ability to 
walk. By the tune of the 1924 demo- 
cratic 
convention in 
Madison 


Square Garden the stricken Roose- 
velt was able to go to the platform 
on crutches, stand leaning against a 
desk and present the name of Al- 
fred E. Smith, 
"the happy war- 
rior." 


.."Warm Springs, Georgia, it was 


found, benefited him and he spent 
months there each year. Gradually 
the atrophied muscles responded to 
constant effort at use, chiefly to re- 
gaining a 
complete 
swimming 


stroke in the warm pooL When the 
1928 convention assembled at Hous- 
ton, Roosevelt again was on hand 
to nominate Al Smith as party 
standard-bearer and this time the 
nomination went'through. 


Roost-sit went back to Warm 


Springs. Smith, in New York, want- 
ed a strong' gubernatorial candidate 
to help the ticket in his pivotal 
home state. The suggestion that 
Roosevelt run was sent to Georgia. 


Mrs. Roosevelt hurried north, met 


the party leaders and announced 
that her husband, because the cam- 
paign effort might set back his fight 
for physical restoration, did not 
want the place. Party leaders called 
him on long distance telephone to 
urge him to run and one of them, 
thinking to encourage him. said: 


"There is every likelihood that 


you will be elected." 


"Yes," replied the reluctant can- 


didate, "that's the he 
of it." 


But he yielded to the pleas of 


party necessity, ran 125,000 votes 
ahead of the national ticket and 
squeered into the governor's of- 
fice. Two years later he was return- 
ed by the record plurality of 725,001 
votes. 


After that no "stop Roosevelt" 


movement could stay his progress 
tc the White House.

West's bidding was all very bad. 


Even the bid of two diamonds over 
South's vulnerable 
Overcall was 


extremely rash. A free bid, under 
these circumstances, promised a 
hand of fighting 
strength to his 


partner, as, inasmuch as East had 
opened the bidding, there was no 
reason to assume that desperate 
measures were necessary to save 
the situation. South, too, could have 


made a stronger bid than the mere 
Overcall, but explained his strategy 
later as being based on a study of 
his opponents' psychology. The sub- 
sequent bidding by North 
and 


South was quite sound. Let us draw 
a veil "over that of West and his 
partner. 


When the final contract of five 


diamonds was reached, North open- 
ed the club King, and when the 
Dummy was spread in the table, 
shifted to the spade 7 in order to 
lead through East's minor tenace 
in that suit. The Knave was play- 
ed from Dummy, and South won 
with the Queen, and returned the 
heart King, the 
Ace in Dummy 


winning. 
The Queen of diamonds 


was now led, and the Declarer re- 
ceived a rude shock when South 
failed to follow suit, disclosing that 
North held five trumps. He per- 
mitted North's King to win, and an- 
other spade was led, South cov- 
ering the 9 of spades in Dummy 
with his Ten. South now led the 
Queen of hearts, upon which North 
discarded a club, then 
followed 


with the Ace of spades, North again 
discarding a club. In order to give 
North an opportunity to 
cash a 


trump, a heart was now led, which 
North won with the diamond 2. 


It is unnecessary to go into the 


play in detail, it being sufficient to 
say that West won, in all, 4 tricks, 
cashing the heart Ace and two 
club ruffs and the trump Ace, the 
penalty reaching a total of 1800 
points. 


As I have pointed out, both East 


and West's bidding was bad, but 
West's was especially atrocious and 
brought in its wake its deserved 
reward.

claim to much originality in plays.

cess :on drill and 'execution, rather 
than originality; on- speed, rather 
than deception; on finesse,.in pref- 
erence to .brawn.

ican government, admittedly the 
most powerful of all, have been 
moving slowly and indecisively for 
more than two years because of the 
implication of the presidential elec- 
tion. - „ 
Foreign and domestic problems 
have'been waiting for solution and 
have been postponed or set aside 
because of~politics. Now,, however, 
decisions will have to.be made, 
some of lthem quickly, and in the 
immediate future. Thus the" foreign 
debt .question will soon be up for 
consideration, and-so will the matter 
of Jiscal policies, together with new 
taxation to balance the budget. 


Washington for the most part has 


been "unconcerned about the out- 
come^,knowing, that both nominees, 
under their outward protestation of 
difference,- had- about the same 
point of view toward existing poli- 
cies of-an emergency character de- 
veloped by the depression. There 


• is- far more satisfaction that the 
. campaign is over than in the result 


itself. Readjustment Needed 


Every change of administration, 


of course, means a-temporary re- 
adjustment in government; but this 
takes time and rarely reflects itself 
in anything of a disturbing charac- 
ter ,because, once elections are out 
of ,lhe way, the ins and the outs 
find-- means of cooperating with 
each other. 


The problems of the depression, 


it has. been recognized, of course, 
are. largely non-=political, but de: 
cisive action, by the government is 
often-a-controlling factor. With the 
election a matter of-history, coop- 
eration between the parties may be 
looked for. The present congress, 
notwithstanding the, criticism that 
has been leveled against it, consists 
very largely of conservative-min d- 
ed_ihdividuals who are not likely to 
give'serious weight to plans to tink- 
er with the currency or the gold 
standard, though there has been 
much-•apprehension along this line 
spread during the campaign. 
-The' new congress may be of a 
different character but it will not 
meet until' January,. 1932, unless a 
special -session is called in the 
spring. Normally the new congress 
elected this ,week would, meet in 
December, 1933,- but the "lame 
duck" 'amendment is expected to be" 
ratified early in 1933- and this pro- 
vides that congress shall be con- 
vened, in- regular sessions in Janu- 
ary instead of in December. That is 
why the next regular session would 
come in January, 1934, giving the 
country a long* respite from legisla- 
tive-iworries and enabling the presi- 
dent to-coordinate government ac- 
tion, and actually put into" effect 
administration policies without the 
embarrassment of a congressional 
sessioru. 
A31,in aH, the" ending of the cam- 


paign may" be said to mark the 
beginning of an era of domestic 
peace. 
Certainly as between the 
parties there will be a calmness and 
repose •which for more than two 
years have been conspicuously ab- 
sent: There -will always be plenty 
of congressional controversy and in- 
dividual excursions into fields of 
legislation that are distasteful 'to 
business,' but the responsibility of 
both, parties for the maintenance of 
public confidence will be taken far 
more seriously now than it 
has 


been .in the last two years. The 
election certainly marks the end of 
a painful period in American his- 
toiy. " ,

Laird, Letitia Laird, William J 
Laird, Fred C. Riehl, John Riehl 
and John Spears of Shiocton; John 
Immel, Thomas C. Hardy, Chris 
Wunderlich and John W. Ort of 
Hortonville; Carrie Tollefson, Louis 
Timm, and Mrs. J. S. Weiufeld of 
Appleton. The refuge was establish 
ed through the efforts of members 
of the Outagamie Fish and Game 
Protective association, which ob- 
tained the necessary signatures to 
the applications. 


The tract set aside as a wild life 


refuge lies in sections 35 and 36 o 
town Bovina and sections 1 and 2 
of town Ellington. Included in its 
boundaries is a considerable trac 
of virgin timber, believed to be the 
only virgin timber still standing in 
Outagamie-co. It contains many 
magnificent trees of different var- 
rieties, hemlock, pine, cedar, spruce 
beech, maple, oak and others. 


100 Feet Tall 


Some of these forest monarch: 


have a diameter of more than two 
feet and tower 100 feet into the air 
As the owners are just as an 
xious as the sportsmen to preserve 
them, applications has been made 
to the state forestry department for 
advise. An expert in forestry is ex- 
pected here in the near future who 
will inspect the tract and give in- 
structions as to how to proceed in 
order to attain the best results a' 
minimum. 


Laird's lake, a beautiful little 


spring-fed body of water, also lies 
within the limits of the new refuge 
Members of the Fish and Game 
association planted a 
number o: 


black bass in the lake last summer 
and rainbow trout will be added 
this fall. As conditions in the lake 
seem to be ideal for these game 
fish it is expected that after a few 
years members will be able to en- 
joy some real sport there. 


In the dense swamps on the area 


a considerable number of ruffed 
grouse 
(partridge) make their 


home. 
A number of 
pheasants 


were released here last summer 
most of them hatched and reared 
by farmers living on the refuge 


The black pheasants, which have 


been ordered by the 
association 


\vill also be released on this refuge 
next year. Because of the excellenl 
cover available, it is believed that 
these birds will remain within the 
limits of the refuge, thus affording 
better opportunity to study their 
adaptability to climatic conditions 
in this part of the state than woulc 
be the case were they released in 
different parts of the county, in- 
stead of being concentrated on 
small area. These black pheasants 
(Melanistic mutants) are slightly 
smaller than the rmgneck pheasants 
with which local game lovers are 
familiar. 
But it is believed that 


they will be more popular because 
they are more like the 
prairie 


chicken in certain respects. They 
do not skulk and run before the 
hunter, but lie well to the dog, 
flush with a jump and fly much 
faster than the ringneck. 


May Release Quail 


If the experiments in quail pro- 


pagation on the association's game 
farm prove successful a number of 
these little game birds will also be 
released on the Laird refuge next 
year for closer 
observation 
and 


study. 


The Outagamie Fish and Game 


Protective association now has es- 
tablished two wild life refuges and 
two sanctuaries.
